Smith, squad car partner of Wood.

Brown, who followed Smith to the 
witness stand in municipal court. 


Brown, was particularly positive 


in his testimony relative to-the ar- 
rest and the questioning Duncan 
underwent at police headquarters. 


As a result, 
Defense. Attorney 


Benjamin POFS asked him on cross- 
examination for a detailed account 
of the questioning and Duncan's 
answers. 
This precipitated • the 


trial's first sharp clash of opposing 
counsel. 


Attorneys Clash 


District- Attorney Herbert J. Stef- 


fes insisted Poss direct specific ques- 
tions. Poss replied that Brown had 
testified with assurance about part 
of the police questioning and had 
said there had been interrogation 
not mentioned in his testimony. 


"With a man's liberty at stake. 


I think we have a right to ask this 
witness to try to recall the other 
questions and answers," Poss cried 
heatedly. 


The squabble ended with Brown 


saying he could not say definitely 
what the other questions and. an- 
swers', were.

Smith told 
of the squad car's 


four-block pursuit of Duncan's car 
after it ran an arterial in down- 
town Milwaukee, of forcing it to 
the curb, of Duncan's arrest and 
transfer' to police headquarters. 


Describes Arrest . 


"When I approached the car, the 


driver was sitting there, apnar- 
ently bewildered." Smith testified. 
"I told him to shut off the motor. 
He just sat there. I reached in and 
shut it off. I told him to get out. I 
repeated it, and he half slid out. 
I asked -him what kind of an acci- 
dent he had. He said he didn't have 
any. I asked what kind of car he 
had hit to damage his that way. 
He said he didn't hit any car. I saw 
questioning was of no avail and 
told him he was under arrest." 


Smith said Duncan staggered as 


Brown led him away. 


Both Smith and Brown testified 


Duncan repeatedly denied having 
been involved in an accident. On 
cross-examination. Smith said 'po- 
lice Lieutenant Fred Mleczek-told 
Duncan the license on his car in- 
dicated he had killed a man on 
the W. Wisconsin avenue viaduct. 


"I believe Duncan answered that 


he 
hadn't 
hit anybody," Smith 


said. 


Found He was Drunk 


On cross-examination. Poss ask- 


ed Brown whether Duncan appear- 
ed to be ill. 


"I ascertained 
he was drunk," 


was the reply. 


"Did 
you determine whether he 


was ill?" 


"I ascertained he was drunk: a 


sick man can be drunk."

Wood said Duncan repeatedly in- 
risted his automobile was in per- 
fect condition except for a bent 
fender which he said

damaged previously. 


"Did 
you reach the conclusion 


from this that Duncan was lying?"

ed he was drunk and didn't know 
what the car's-condition was.''

Washington—(.T3— Informed 
offi- 


cials tentatively forecast today a 
$3.400,000,000 federal deficit in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, as a 
result of the huge spending-lend- 
inig program now before congress. 
. = That would be slightly more than 
double the anticipated shortage for 
the current year, but .would be -be- 
low the_ deficits of 1934, 1935 and 
1936. The .peak peacetime 
deficit, 


swollen by bonus payments, was 
$4,763,342,000 in the year 
ended 


June 30, '1936. 


Roughly, the next year's expen- 


ditures have been set at about $8,- 
900,000,000 and receipts at about $5,- 
500.000,000. 


The tentative estimate, it 
was 


learned, allowed for a $400,000,000 
shrinkage in revenues and a $2.- 
050,000,000 increase in expenditures, 
compared with the preliminary fig- 
ures submitted to congress by the 
president in January. The January 
estimates contemplated a $950,000,- 
000 deficit. 


Figures Uncertain 


The figures remain uncertain be- 


cause relief needs can not be pre- 
dicted accurately at this time. The 
president has asked $1,250,000,000 to 
run WPA from July 1 to Feb. 1. A 
total of $900,000,000 has been esti- 
mated as a probable cost for the re- 
maining five months of the year, 
but developments between may al- 
ter the estimates.

May Amend Loans 
Bill to Prevent 
Rail Wage Cuts 


Measure Taken Off Senate 


Calendar and Return- 


ed to Committee 


Washington—(.T)—Chairman Wag- 


ner (D-N. Y.) said today that sev- 
eral members of the senate banking 
committee had suggested amending 
the administration bill liberalizing 
RFC loans to railroads so as to pro- 
hibit loans to roads which force 
wage cuts. 


On Wagner's motion the bill ear- 


lier was taken off the senate calen- 
dar and sent back to the banking 
committee. Wagner said additional 
hearings would be held at which 
representatives of the workers and 
the railroads would testify. 


He told the senate that when the 


bill originally was approved by the 
committee two weeks ago there was 
"no discussion of a threatened wage 
reduction." The railroads since have 
announced intention of seeking a 15 
per cent pay cut. 


No Action This Term? 


Authoritative persons had said 


earlier that administration opposi- 
tion to railroad wage cuts virtually 
had destroyed prospects for emer- 
gency financial aid to carriers at 
this session of congress. 


These persons depicted adminis- 


tration officials as determined not 
to give financial support to the 
roads unless they back down on 
their proposal to cut wages 15 per 
cent. 


They said railroad management, 


on the other hand, was unwilling to 
forego the reduction to obtain new 
federal loans. 


Public expressions of administra- 


tion supporters reflected this situa- 
tion. Chairman Wagner (D-N. Y.) 
said the senate banking committee 
might recall legislation which it al- 
ready has approved if the carriers 
insisted on going through with a 
general. wage--cut. 


Bill Held Up 


The committee approved a bill 


authorizing equipment, mainten- 
ance and work loans by the Recon- 
struction Finance corporation under 
more liberal terms than heretofore, 
but administration leaders held it 
up last week pending a study of 
railroad objections to certain finan- 
cial provisions. 


Wagner said that within the next 


week he would ask representatives 
of railroad management and labor, 
previously united on the financial 
program, to express their views in 
the light of the wage cut proposal. 


In a letter to Wagner, Chairman 


Jesse Jones of the R. F. C., said:

It was a 
rough and tumble free-for-all between the 
Keystone patriots who wanted to serve 
their country. It is nothing unusual to see 
such a fray precipitated among the hun- 
gry who have been out of office so long 
but if the people kept their memories pol- 
ished up to date a little better they might 
expect the hungry to gorge unduly and 
realize that the danger of suffering at the 
hands of a gorging animal, human or oth- 
erwise, is in the thought or instinct that 
the belly better be filled before the oppor- 
tunity vanishes.

long a liberal leader, has been decisively 
retired. It may be on account of age be- 
cause Mr. Pinchot is too old to run for 
an office that imposes so much strain on 
every nerve and fiber, but his" opponent, 
Judge James, attributes his victory to the • 
charge that Mr. Pinchot "made the Repub- 
lican party in Pennsylvania the party of 
the minority'' and further answered Mr. 
Pinchot's request to lead the state out of 
economic misery, "I say to him, you led 
us in." 


The only important thing about this 


primary is that Mr. Lewis' political power 
has been carefully weighed and found 
of little consequence. 


SUDETEN GERMANS 


European waters are still roiled be- 


cause of the demands of the Germans liv- 
ing in Czechoslovakia. 


The situation developed some menacing 


elements because Germany interested her- 
self in what she termed "the just treat- 
ment" of her blood brothers, a 20 per 
cent minority among the Czechs. 


But no one to date has ever accused 


the Czechs of treating their minorities 
with the torturing injustice that has been 
visited upon minorities in Germany. 


The Hitler thesis is violently opposed 


to the Melting Pot principle in the con- 
struction of nations. Yet the Prussian has 
more Slavic and Finnish blood than Teu- 
tonic. 


The Melting Pot is thought by scien- 


tists to produce a better and more virile 
race but, regardless of the scientific as- 
pect, it certainly makes for peace within 
the national borders. 


Dictators are naturally opposed to any 


sort of principle that tends to melt out 


^the props upon which they depend, and' 
".the Melting Pot wherever employed has 
eased the harsh outline of racial differ- 
ences, and amalgamated 
peoples who 


found when thrown together that more 
was to be accomplished through friendli- 
ness than antagonism. 


There may be within the confines of 


Czechoslovakia room 
for 
improvement 


in the methods employed fay the majority 
in ruling over the German minority but 
we cannot picture any minority leader in 
Germany flying to London to place his 
case before British statesmen and then re- 
turning in peace and security. 


Another queslionmark that keeps con- 


tinually before the eyes in relation to these 
Sudeten Germans is how the Versailles 
Treaty came to include within the borders 
of Czechoslovakia an extensive territory 
occupied 
predominantly 
by 
German 


while it published to the world the right 
of those torn from one country and at- 
tached to another to find their own na- 
tionalist mother. 


PACIFISTS MAKE GREAT ERRORS 


So outstanding were the efforts of Carl 


von Ossietsky in the cause of peace that 
he was awarded the Nobel prize of $40,000 
even though at the time Herr Hitler had 
him in a concentration camp. 


It was von Ossielsky who never wav- 


ered when the Nazis won Germany but re- 
plied to friends who wanted him to escape 


^to Switzerland, "No! If you wish to light 


effectively against rottenness' in a nation 
you must do it from.the inside; I will not 
flee abroad; a man speaks with but a hol- 
low voice from across the border." 


Poor von Ossietsky never dreamt that 


staying in Germany he could not speak. 
But from concentration camp he went to 
prison, from prison, when he became ser- 
iously ill, to a well-guarded 
hospital. 


Other than permitting him to talk about 
his treatment when the world protested" 
that he was being abused by the Nazis, 
and the Nazis knew their hands were clean 
in that particular, von Ossietsky was not 
permitted 
to 
talk. 
His voice was 


not even hollow. It was just a great si- 
lence. 


He had great courage to stay. But he 


was short on judgment. 


THE LAW GOES TO SEED 


Louis Serraille is under arrest at Chica- 


go charged with vicious crimes. His rec- 
ord as printed in the newspapers indi- 
cates he is a particularly bad and dan- 
gerous type. 


Three women have identified him as 


making or threatening criminal assaults 
and beating them with a hammer. The 
records show that he has been twice sent 
to the penitentiary for precisely the same 
offense and on a third occasion was saved 
on a technicality from a 25 year sentence 
after conviction by a jury. 


No doubt it will ama^e most 'people 


to learn that excepting- in states where 
there is now a special statute punishing 
repeaters or professional criminals, it 
would be impossible to acquaint a jury" 
with this man's leprous record so long as 
he did not take the stand in his own de- 
fense. 


The jurisdiction for offenses of this 


kind belongs to the states. They have a 
right to make the rules that govern the 
trial of all cases within that jurisdiction. 
It is a curious thing in our history as a 
people that with rare exceptions no effort, 
is made by political parties to cure the 
evils that have .developed in the adminis- 
tration of the criminal law or to modern- 
ize or bring down to date a system of jur- 
isprudence which in many essential fea- 
tures is shoddy and dilapidated. 


In about forty of the states of this un- 


ion Mr. Serraille, despite this damnable 
record, could only be brought to trial upon 
separate charges of criminal attack to 
which, let it be assumed, he pleads not 
guilty. A jury is then impaneled, the mem- 
bers of which, in order to qualify, know 
nothing of Serraille or his record. Like all 
American juries that handle the rights of 
an accused person much as a careful man 
handles TNT properly enough they do 
not want to bring in a conviction which 
will impose upon another a long prison 
term unless they conclude that guilt ex- 
ists and has been established beyond any 
reasonable controversy. 


The complainant takes the stand and 


gives her evidence. Very often due to the 
excitement and terror of the experience a 
detailed account may appear with many 
defects. There is the matter of identifi- 
cation and there are the circumstances that 
sometimes take from 
identification its 


most positive characteristics. 
There is 


little else to sustain the case since the ac- 
cused selects as the site of attack a place 
removed from human habitation. The de- 
fense is the usual alibi. Accused persons 
seldom lack friends to place them far re- 
moved from the point of the attack at the 
alleged hour. Defense counsel declines to 
put the accused upon the stand and usual- 
ly asserts that such an act would be an 
idle ceremony in the presence of so weak 
a case. The accused has not been put on 
the stand because only in that manner 
could he be cross-examined and his truth- 
ful record disclosed. 


Very often acquittals follow, disheart- 


ening to prosecutors but highly cheerful 
for those who walk dark ways on dark 
nights. 


It is within the authority of each state 


to pass laws remedying this cramped and 
unnatural situation. The trial of Serraille, 
for instance, would be quite a different 
thing if his entire record could be intro- 
duced. 


And we would certainly have remedied 


such situations long since excepting that 
so many of those who run for office do 
not find any political advantage in merely 
cleaning up soiled spots. Political ad- 
vantage is always to be found in some- 
thing with a sadistic tinge.—it may be 
raciaTintolerance in Germany or personal 
envy in America.

When the quota is determined, 


the farmer is promised 10 cents 'a 
bushel 
of 
"benefits" if he "co- 


operates" or abides by regulations. 
Moreover, he is promised a gov- 
ernment loan on his crop. 


Suppose his quota for his 40 acre 


farm is 30 bushels an acre or 1,200 
bushels. His benefits then will be 
$120. But if he decides that maybe 
the market price this year will be 
good, he, may want to plant five 
acres more than his 32 acre allow- 
ance. Go-to it, says the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 
but it will 


reduce your benefits by 50 cents a 
bushel. Five acres, times 30 bush- 
els times. 50 cents is $75, leaving 
only $45 of benefits. Moreover, the 
farmer loses his right to a govern- 
ment loan. 


Sectional Conflict 


Now these regulations apply in 


detail 
only in 
the 12 states of 


the corn belt. To be more exact 
they apply only to about half the 
counties in the 12 states. The re- 
sult is that a farmer on the corn 
belt side of a county line may be 
under these particular crop restric- 
tions while a farmer on the other 
side is not—and yet the latter gets 
his benefits right along, although 
under a different sort of soil con- 
servation schedule.

South's three club bid was quite 


unorthodox, and also quite unsound 
South was a player who prefers to 
use the opening three bid as a pure 
shutout, indicating a weak hand 
West was aware of South's predi- 
lection, and this knowledge prob 
ably 
motivated the 
dangerously 


shaded double. West meant it as a 
takeout double, but really it was 
optional and East, with no five-card 
suit, properly chose to convert i 
into a penalty double by passing 
Obviously East-West could not have 
"gone anywhere." 


West hit upon the diamond ace as 


the opening lead and, when he saw 
the dummy and the dangerous ap- 
pearing diamond suit, shifted to a 
low heart—an unfortunate choice 
Declarer 
ducked in dummy, and 


took East's ten with the queen, re- 
turning a heart to the ace. He then 
cashed the diamond king, discard- 
ing his own third heart. It was this 
choice of discards that resulted in 
his eventual defeat. It should have 
been obvious to declarer that his 
remaining heart could be ruffed 
with dummy's singleton trump, but 
that, in order to avoid the loss of 
two spade tricks, he would have to 
discard a spade. As far as maintain- 
ing dummy's trump for leading 
purposes was concerned, there was 
nothing in this thought because he 
wo.uld be able to make only one 
lead from dummy, and it would be 
better to lead a spade and finesse 
against the queen than to lead a 
trump 
with the hope of holding 


trump losses to one trick. 


After discarding the heart on the 


diamond ace, declarer found him- 
self in great difficulty. He led the 
spade jack. East ducked, and West 
won. A heart was returned, ruffed 
by declarer, and now the latter 
found 
that he still 
had to lead 


trumps from his own hand despite 
the preservation of dummy's single- 
ton trump. The king lost to West's 
ace. 
West returned 
a diamond 


which declarer had to ruff. The 
club jack was taken by East with 
the queen, and East promptly exit- 
ed with his last club, thereby pre- 
serving his spade queen as a trick. 
The contract was down one. 


If declarer 
had used dummy's 


singleton trump for a sensible pur- 
pose, namely, to ruff a third heart, 
and had used the diamond king for 
a spade discard, then had let the 
jack of spades ride through East, 
he easily could have held his losses 
to one spade, one diamond, and two 
trump tricks.

lands Having; Ear Pierced 


The dark-skinned natives of the 


Solomon islands have studied the 
•sky a little in their crude way. 
They say the moon contains an im- 
age of a woman who js weaving a 
basket. They call the planet Mars 
"the red pig," and speak of a comet 
as "a smoking star." 


That is, they do those things in 


their own language. Their name 
for the moon is "waarowaaro" and 
they call the sun "sato." 


The year has been divided into 


13 parts in the Solomon islands, in 
other words into 13 "moons." The 
month we call January is known as 
"Oku Peine," meaning "large pa- 
lolo." A palolo is a worm which 
burrows into some islands of the 
Pacific. They appear in large num- 
bers at the surface of the ocean in 
certain months of the year, and the 
natives gather them for food! 


Three other months are named in 


honor of the palolo. One is known 
as "Oku Telu," meaning "catching 
the palolo." 
. Among the rest of the months is 
one with a name meaning "foam,"' 
one meaning "sponge," and one 
meaning "fishting." 


People of the Solomon islands 


count by tens, as is the custom in 
almost every land—thanks to the 
fact that a person has 10 fingers, or 


we sometimes say. 


The word."walp" means "string* 


on the Solomon islands, but when 
it is spoken, people often under 
stand it as meaning "a string of 10 
parrot fish," or "a string of 10 piec 
es of shell money." 


Shell money is widely used among 


the natives. 
They also 
measure 


value with dogs' teeth money and 
porpoise teeth money. 
When 


chief marries, he may pay the par 
ents of his bride as much as 51 
shells and 1,000 porpoise teeth. A 
common man, however, pays only 
10 shells for his bride. 


Both men and women adorn their 


ears. Children's ears are pierce< 
at an early age, and larger anc 
larger pegs of wood are put in th 
holes as time goes on. At last, when 
the child grows up, each ear has i 
hole about two inches wide, and th< 
holes are filled with ornaments.

Transplanting is a task which one 


must perform throughout the gar- 
den year. So vigorous are the young 
plants which we move, so often do 
they survive carelessness, we are apt 
to neglect even the simple tech- 
nique which will greatly reduce the 
propertion of failures. 


But failures do occur and not all 


result in dead plants which can be 
removed and replaced. Often care- 
less transplanting will result in an 
ailing plant, or one which fails to 
produce flowers or fruit of good 
quality. The following 
points, if 


carefully observed, will insure that 
your young plants have a reason- 
able chance of survival. 


Dig a hole large enough to spread 


out the roots without crowding. In 
the case of seedlings which have a 
long tap root, it will help promote 
stocky growth if this tap root is 
shortened. Avoid permitting 
air 


pockets, to be formed among the 
roots. See that soil is filled in pro- 
perly to cover the roots, and then 
firm the soil, so that contact is 
close, since without this contact the 
roots cannot absorb water from the 
soil. Seedlings should usually be set 
a little deeper than they stood in 
the flat. In the case of overgrown 
plants, it may be wise to lay the 
stem horizontally under the soil for 
several inches, rather than let it 
project above the surface; this is 
especially the case with tomatoes. 


Some of the top of each seedling 


should be trimmed off to balance 
the loss of roots which is inevita- 
ble when plants are moved. About 
half the leaf area may be removed. 
The soil should be soaked after the 


transplanting operation is finished. 
A little dry soil sprinkled over thi 
surface will check evaporation. I 
the sun is hot the plants should be 
shaded for a day or so by means 
of paper tents, berry boxes, or sim 
ilar device, until the roots begin to 
absorb enough moisture to balance 
evaporation. 


Small seedlings may be planted in 


holes made by a dibber. This is a 
steel, wood or iron tool with 
round blunt point which is stabbec 
into the ground and twisted, a much 
faster operation than using a tro- 
weL 


Observe distances carefully in 


transplanting. The little plants may 
seem lonely when set two or three 
feet apart, but remember the size 
they will attain at maturity and see 
they have room enough to develop 
their best. 


Vigorous growth in seedlings will 


be assured if plant food is applied 
while they are small. It will enable 
them to develop a good root system, 
which will feed them well. In-trans- 
planting vegetables mix thoroughly 
one level tablespoonful of complete 
plant food with the soil in the bot- 
tom of the hole before setting the 
plant. Then apply plant food" over a 
radius two feet from the plant 
at the rate of one-rounded tea- 
spoonful to each square foot of 
ground. 


Four to six weeks later another 


application of plant food at the 
rate of two pounds per 100 square 
feet may be made. This is equiv- 
alent to a rounded teaspoonful for 
two square feet. Apply evenly over 
the soil surface except that im- 
mediately adjacent to the plant.

Then the Medical Society of 
the State of New York adopted res- 
olutions favoring tax money for 
medical care of the indigent Also 
for medical education and medical 
research. 
(They s.iid "public 


funds" instead of tax money.) 


Three weeks later the New York 
delegation tried to get its resolu- 
0 tion adopted by the American Med- 
ical Association, of which New 
York is one of the 48 state units. 
This failed. 


Resolution In Congress 


• But there was great pressure. U. 
S. Senator J. Hamilton Lewis ad- 
dressed the association. He said he 
brought a message from President 
Boosevelt asking the AMA to co- 
operate in service of the afflicted. 


The association replied 
they 


stood ready to cooperate with the 
government "on receipt of direct 
request." 
, There has been no government 
request. Senator Lewis went back 
to Was_hington and introduced a 
resolution to license doctors feder- 
ally and fine or imprison them if 
they failed to serve th~ indigent. 


The AMA's Journal said this was

Tocsin From Within 


Then six months ago the storm 


blew up from a new quarter, with- 
in the ranks of medicine. 


It was a letter signed by 430 phy- 


sicians—"the committee of 430"— 
favoring making the health of the 
people "the direct concern of gov- 
ernment." 


The stunning thing about this 
letter was that it was first printed 
in newspapers, the "lay" press, in- 
stead of in medical journals, as 
medical ethics would require. 


The "430" were organized by a 


dozen prominent physicians 
who 


had been actively interested in a 
study of medical needs made by the 
American Foundation under direc- 
tion of Esther Lape. 
This same 


study had been one basis for the 
New York state resolutions 
six 


months before. At that time there 
were reports in medical circles that 
President Roosevelt was much in- 
terested in the Lape report. 


The "430" charged that 
the 


American Medical Association was 
refusing their side a fair hearing in 
its Journal/ On March 9 the Jour- 
nal announced that there would be 
more discussion in its columns of 
the problems of medical care. This 
was hailed as ending a medical "re- 
volt." 


. Committee Sifts Data 


But even before the March truce 


the American Medical Association 
had definitely decided to go into 
the whole problem in a new way, 
and on its own responsibility. 
Its 


board of Trustees announced ap- 
pointment of a committee to get a 
national, but strictly medical, in- 
vestigation of medical care, costs 
and how to meet the bills. 


This action was taken after the 


American Public Health Associa- 
tion had requested the AMA to do 
something of the sort. 


For these reasons the American 


Medical Association comes to San 
Francisco committed to study the 
issue whose very name was for- 
merly almost taboo. 
It is certain 
there will be no "rushed" legisla- 
tion at San Francisco, for the AMA 
is about the most conservative "pri- 
vate" democracy left in this world.

fear, but it does more damage. It 
breeds in filth and carries bacteria 
from the barnyard or garbage can 
to human food ajid drink. Some of 


» _the diseases the small but unman- 


"herly housefly has transmitted to 
humans are bacillary dysentry, ty- 
phoid fever and paratyphoid, tu- 
berculosis, a n t h r a x , tularemia, 
plague, Malta fever, cholera, steptc- 
cocus and staphylococcus infections, 
amebic dysentery, ascariasis, tra- 
choma and yaws. 
And there are 


more. The list is sufficient to make 
us realize how important it is to 
swat the fly. 


"The most effective way to com- 


bat this menace to health and com- 
fort is to destroy the breeding plac- 
es of the fly. Where there is no 
filth and dirt, there will be no flies. 
Clean up your premises, inside and 
out, and keep them clean. The fly 
breeds in kitchen garbage, animal 
.jnanure and the like. Dispose of all 
'..'these materials in such a way that 
[the housefly cannot find any place 
•xto lay eggs and breed. One way to 
• destroy this menace is to cover the 
breeding places of the fly with de- 
''structive elements such as borax. 
Do everything possible to wipe out 
"the pest. It is one of the greatest 
enemies of little 
babies, 
brings 


Vdeath in its feet without a single 
-sting. 


"The housefly multiplies with re- 


-markable rapidity. It is estimated 
that a pair of flies hatched in May 


will give origin to millions by Aug- 
ust. 


Need Screens Early 
- • - 


"Look at your screen door and see 


how many flies you can kill. It :s 
important to get the screens on the 
doors and windows early as once 
the fly gets in the house, it usually 
stays there. It carries the germs 
of disease on its feet. A disease 
which it commonly carries is ty- 
phoid fever. This disease is also 
frequently gained from 
polluted 


water or milk and from other sub- 
stances, but the housefly is respon- 
sible for many thousands of cases. 
Typhoid fever is a germ disease. 
Four per cent of the persons who 
have had typhoid become chronic 
carriers. Typhoid germs will re- 
main alive on various substances for 
many days, and may remain alive 
in butter for some months. 


"There are numerous kinds of fly- 


traps and fly swatters on the mar- 
ket, nearly all of them good. The 
use of poisonous flypapers, how- 
ever, is on the whole to be avoided 
because of the possible danger of 
poisoning children. The sticky, non- 
poisonous flypapers are to be pre- 
ferred."

Washington—On the subject' of 


the-Pennsylvania primary elections, 
it seemed an appropriate occasion 
today for me to interview the man 
with whom I am sometimes con- 
fused,—the hon- 
orable David L. 
Lawrence, who 
happens to be 
chairman of the 
De m o c r a t i c 
state committee 
of Pennsylvania 
and also secre- 
tary of the Com- 
monwealth 
a t 


Harrisburg. 


"Well, for one 
thin g," 
said 


Chairman Law- 
rence, "there wasn't any New Deal 
or anti-New Deal issue on our side, 
that is in the Democratic primaries. 
We were all for Roosevelt. We con- 
ducted the campaign on a high 
plane and entirely on the record 
of Governor Earle, which evidently 
satisfied the Democratic voters of 
the state." 


"What." I asked, "was the prin- 


ciple issue—was it the CIO?" 


"It was Governor Earle's progres- 


sive record. We had the support of 
a substantial number of labor votes. 
After Mr. Kennedy was put into the 
race by the CIO, it was natural that 
the A. F. of L. would be sympathet- 
ic to us." 


"It has been said," I remarked, 


"that your candidate for governor, 
Charles Alvin Jones, was an anti- 
Roosevelt man, having beea against 
him in 1932—was this a factor in 
theVesult?" 


Stumped for Roosevelt 


"Our opponents tried to work up 


that idea, but the facts are that, 
while Mr. Jones was for Al Smith 
at the Chicago convention of 1932, 
he was not a part of the stop-Roo- 
sevelt movement there. Mr. Jones 
stumped the state for Mr. Roosevelt 
in 1932 and 1936 and he was a lib- 
eral even before the New Deal." 


"What is your opinion," I in- 


quired, "of the large Republican 
vote in the primaries?" 


"The Democratic and Republican 


registration of voters in Pennsyl- 
vania," replied 
Chairman Law- 


rence, "is about evenly divided. We 
each have about 2,000,000 registered 
and there isn't nowadays more than 
100,000 votes between us on the reg- 
istration records. The Republicans 
this year had a real contest as be- 
tween Pinchot and James, so tkey 
had something to bring out their 
vote, too. But I don't think the to- 
tal primary vote was unusually 
large." 


It turns out that 
the combined 


Republican vote was somewhat in 
excess of the Democratic totals, but 
neither party polled 
more than 


about 60 to 65 per cent of the reg- 
istered vote. 


I gathered from 
my talk with 


Chairman Lawrence that it would 
be his effort as state chairman to 
try to reconcile the factions in the 
Democratic party, but that the task 
had not been made easier by the 
falling out inside the party over the 
selection of candidates. 


Kept Faith 


National Chairman Farley's state- 


ment urging the election of both 
Mr. Earle and Mr. Kennedy looks 
now in retrospect to have been a 
means of trying to satisfy both fac- 
tions, even though it was probably 
known that 
Mr. Kennedy might 


lose out. Certainly, the national ad- 
ministration 
has kept faith with 


the CIO and at the same time has 
helped pick the 
winner, George 


Earle, for the senate. The latter is 
a pro-Roosevelt man anyway, and, 
if he is selected to the senate, will 
join the rubber-stamp group of 
Democratic senators who do what- 
ever Mr. Roosevelt tells them to 
do. 


Much of Mr. Earle's 
political 


strength as governor came from the 
ease with which he got federal 
funds into Pennsylvania from the 
Roosevelt administration, so, in a 
sense, the Roosevelt policy of help- 
ing governors get promoted to the 
senate by the use of party machin- 
ery and federal funds has worked

Third Largest Dock 


Although it is still the third 


largest floating dock in the world,

equator. Being 855 feet long 


and 178 feet wide, it has a sub- 
mersible deck which could serve as 
parade ground for 60,000 men. Its 
pumps and buoyancy are so great 
that it can lift a 50.000 ton battle- 
ship out of the water. 


However, the new graving dock 


is even longer. It is exactly 1.000 
feet from end to end, but only 130 
feet wide and 55 feet deep. 
This 


dock could easily take the Queen 
Mary, largest ship afloat, and still 
have 25 feet clear at the end and 
12 feet at the side. Two battleships 
can be accommodated simultane- 
ously.
